Retaijers Now Under Fire. 


The high cost of living was much complained of long before 


the United Stales entered Ihe war, and since thai, step was 
taken conditions have been growing worse, so much so that 
Ihe government lias intervened and is endeavoring fo bring 
about some relief in [he matter of prices for food and fuel. 
Thus far (he ultimate consumer is unable to see where his 
burdened has been lessened, but it is quite possible that it is 
too early lo judge (he results of fhe government's acfion. 
It 


is a big job that has been undertaken, and big jobs cannot be 
done in a minute or a day. It takes time lo achieve large ac- 
complishments.

But in this connection one interesting thing lias come to the 


front. From the time complaints began fo be heard about Ihe 
cost of living until very recently responsibility for the uncom- 
fortable and unwarrantable conditions was laid upon fhe mid- 
dleman. He is the individual who was said to stand between 
the producer and ihe consumer and to fallen af the expense of 
both. It was admitted that fhe farmers were getting no more 
than they should for their produce, while consumers were pay- 
ing more than they should be compelled fo, owing to the in- 
ordinate profits made by Ihe men through whose hands Ihe 
commodities passed on their way from Ihe farms to fhe homes 
of the people. This doctrine was loudly proclaimed and gen- 
erally accepted. 
It was the consensus of opinion Ihat the 


middleman was to blame for (he living conditions of which 
ihere was such loud and just complaint. 


. But recent developments indicate thai not all of the respoi 


sibility rests upon the middleman; thai retailers are also 01 
for what (here is in if for Ihem. This paper only a few da) 
ago commented upon the fish situation in Boston, where reta 
prices of fish are high in spile of catches far ahead of those o 
last year at (his lime. Those who looked info 
the made 


found thai the wholesalers and jobbers were not making exor 
bitant profits, but thai Ihe retailers, with or without an "un 
derstanding," were feathering their nesls at Ihe expense of fhe 
consumers. 


And now comes complaint from Governor Capper of Kan- 


sas concerning Ihe coal situation in dial stale. 
He says the 


conditions there are "extremely unsatisfactory," and for this 
lie holds the retail coal dealers responsible. 
He charges (hem 


with concerted action to keep the price of coal al an unreason- 
able level, and has written Fuel Administrator Garfield (o that 
effect. 
He declares that "a careful investigation has developed 


no justification for (he prices now prevailing." 


The unwelcome fact appears to be (hat no one class is re- 


sponsible for the high cosl of living, but that all dealers in'food 
sfufls and fuel are disposed fo fake advantage of the conditions 
Ihat exist and "make hay while Ihe sun shines." 


What success (he government will have in bringing these 


people fo terms remains fo be seen. 
11 is sincerely lo be hoped 


that a way will be found to curb (he human sharks, whether 
these be found in Ihe form of middlemen or retailers, and to 
protect (he people against a form of robbery to which they 
have been too long subjected.
